Singers muft be careful to treat the chant as pure recitative, and to remember that the 
forms of the notes exprefs no time value whatever. In note-groups where one note ftands 
_ direétly above the other, the lower note is the firft founded, e.g. — 


Groups in which a thick oblique ftroke appears, confift of three notes, e.g. —

a In the Pfalms the /talic type indicates the fyllable with which the mediation & ending 


of the Tone begin (ie. the fyllable on which the reciting note is left.) It does not 
neceffarily indicate emphafis. 


The mark ™ indicates that the two fyllables which it conneéts are to be fung to the 
fame note. 


a In the mediation of Tones Il, IV, V & VIII, when the firft half of the verfe ends 
with an emphatic monofyllable, or with a word requiring an accent on the laft fyllable, 
the final fyllable always receives the mufical accent. In thefe cafes the final note of the 
mediation is omitted.
